Goldman Execs Rebuked on Hill 


Bank leaders deny

The CEO of Goldman Sachs testi- 
ly defended his company’s ethics 
and business practices during the 
nation’s financial crisis on Tuesday, 
saying customers who bought secu- 
rities from the Wall Street giant 
came looking for risk, “and that’s 
what they got.” 

“Unfortunately, the housing 
market went south very quickly,” 
Lloyd Blankfein told skeptical sena- 
tors on an investigatory panel. “So, 
people lost money in it.” 

He was the final witness in 
a daylong hearing on Goldman 
Sachs’ behavior, which resulted 
in a government civil fraud charge 
earlier this month. Five present 
and two former Goldman officials 
held their ground in hours of con- 
tentious testimony, unflinchingly 
defending their conduct and deny- 
ing that the Wall Street investment 
bank helped cause the near-melt- 
down of the financial system.

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Coast Guard May Set Oil on Fire 



Officials mull ways 
to clean up gulf spill 
as pipe keeps leaking 

New Orleans 

Crews may set fires to burn off oil 
being spewed into the Gulf of Mex- 
ico by a blown-out well, the Coast 
Guard said Tuesday. 

Pools of oil far offshore would 
be trapped in special containment 
booms and set aflame as soon as 
Wednesday, Coast Guard Rear 
Adm. Mary Landry said. 

Efforts so far have failed to shut 
off the flow of oil nearly 5,000 feet 
below where the rig Deepwater 
Horizon exploded and sank last 
week. Robot subs are still work- 
ing on it. 

“If we don’t secure this well, 
this could be one of the most sig- 
nificant oil spills in U.S. history,” 
Landry said. 


A similar burn off the coast of 
Newfoundland in 1993 eliminat- 
ed 50 to 99 percent of captured oil. 
Burning the oil could create some 
air pollution, and the effect on any 
marine life is unclear. 

The oil is now about 20 miles 
off the coast of Venice, La., the clos- 
est it’s been to land. But it’s still not 
expected to reach the coast before 
Friday, if at all. 


The oil is coming from a pipe 
nearly a mile underwater. So far, 
crews using robotic subs have been 
unable to activate a shutoff device 
at the head of the well. A kink in 
the pipe is keeping oil from flow- 
ing even more heavily. 

If the well cannot be closed, 
almost 100,000 barrels of oil could 
spill into the Gulf before a relief 
well is operating, alan sayre (ap)

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Malcolm X Killer Freed on Parole 


Man has expressed 
regret for role in civil 
rights leader’s death 

New York 

The only man to admit shooting 
Malcolm X was freed on parole 
Tuesday, 45 years after he assassi- 
nated the civil rights leader. 

Thomas Hagan, the last man 
still serving time in the 1965 kill- 
ing, was freed from a Manhattan 
prison where he spent two days a 
week under a work-release pro- 
gram, state Department of Cor- 
rectional Services spokeswoman 
Linda Foglia said. 

Hagan, 69, has said he was one

of three gunmen who shot Mal- 
colm X as he began a speech at 
Harlem’s Audubon Ballroom on 
Feb. 21, 1965. But Hagan has said 
the two men convicted with him 


were not involved. 

They maintained their inno- 
cence and were paroled in the 
1980s. No one else has ever been 
charged. 

The assassins gunned down 
Malcolm X out of anger at his split 
with the leadership of the Nation 
of Islam, the black Muslim move- 
ment for which he had once served 
as chief spokesman, said Hagan, 
who was then known as Talmadge 
X Hayer. 

He has repeatedly expressed 
regret for his role in the assassi- 
nation, which he described in a 
2008 court filing as the deed of a 
young man who “acted out of rage 
on impulse and loyalty” to religious 
leaders.

Athens 

Ratings agency Standard & Poor’s 
pushed Greece to the brink of a 
financial abyss Tuesday and down- 
graded Portugal’s debt, too, fuel- 
ing fears of a continent-wide debt 
meltdown in Europe. 

Stocks around the world tanked 
when Greek bonds were lowered 
to junk status and investors saw 
that Greece’s financial contagion 
was spreading to at least one other 
euro-zone country. 

Major European exchanges fell 
more than 2.5 percent. The euro 
slid more than 1 percent to nearly 
an eight-month low. 

“We have the makings of a mar- 
ket crisis here,” said Neil Mackin- 
non, a global macro strategist at 
VTB Capital. 

Greece is struggling with mas- 
sive debt. Losing investment- 
grade status for its bonds means 
that Greece will have to pay high- 
er costs to borrow if it taps debt 
markets again, and increases the 
odds that existing debt will have 
to be restructured, (ap)

Noriega Is Imprisoned in France 


Ex-Panama dictator 
awaits trial on money 
laundering charges 

Paris 

Former Panamanian dictator Man- 
uel Noriega, fresh out of a Miami 
prison where he spent two decades, 
was sent back behind bars in France 
on Tuesday to await a new legal bat- 
tle — this time on charges he laun- 
dered cocaine profits by buying lux- 
ury apartments in Paris. 

Hours after Noriega arrived in 
Paris following his extradition from 
the United States, a judge deemed 
him a flight risk and dispatched 
him to La Sante, a grim brick pris-

Norie- 
ga’s French lawyers said they will 
appeal the decision putting him 
behind bars and say his detention 
and transfer are unlawful. 

If Noriega had been released 
in France, even to house arrest, it 
would have been a victory after a 
generation in prison. 

Officials are to set a trial date on 
May 12 for Noriega, who was extra- 
dited from Miami and served with

He talked about how he 
would’ve preferred to wrap this 
series up in Game 5 when Wash- 
ington led 3-1, that past experienc- 
es should help with the nerves, how 
this will be a “huge test” for him 
and his teammates.

In the first round of the 2008 
postseason, the team was stunned 
by the Flyers in overtime of Game 
7. Last year, the Capitals prevailed 
in a Game 7 against the New York 
Rangers only to be pummeled by 
the Pittsburgh Penguins, 6-2, the 
next round in another winner-takes- 
all matchup. 

Whether that will be the case 
this time against Montreal remains 
to be seen. Only 21 teams in NHL 
history — none of which was a No. 
8 seed — have ever come back from 
a 3-1 deficit to win a playoff series, 
and just five times since 1968 has 
a team with the NHL’s best record 
lost in the first round. 

And yet, the Capitals have

Foundations say that

Private foundations pledging 
$64.5 million for raises and bonus- 
es in the District’s proposed con- 
tract with the Washington Teach- 
ers’ Union have attached a series of 
conditions to the grants, including 
the right to reconsider their support 
if there is a change in the leadership 
of the D.C. school system. 

The leadership condition — set 
by the Walton Family Foundation, 
the Robertson Foundation, the 
Laura and John Arnold Founda- 
tion and the Broad Foundation — 
makes it clear that they are banking 
on Chancellor Michelle A. Rhee’s 
continuing in her post through 
the funding agreement’s expira- 
tion in 2012. 

“The Foundation reserves the 
right to discontinue support for 


this initiative if there is a mate- 
rial change in DCPS’ leadership,” 
wrote Buddy D. Philpot, execu- 
tive director of the Walton Fami- 
ly Foundation, in a March 17 let- 
ter to the D.C. Public Education 
Fund, the nonprofit group that 
coordinates private donations to 
the school system. 

Walton is the largest single 
donor to the contract, promising 
$25 million. Robertson has pledged 
$19.5 million; Arnold and Broad 
have pledged $10 million each. 

The leadership contingency, 
which has never been publicly dis- 
cussed, is certain to further com- 
plicate an already tangled set of 
circumstances surrounding the 
tentative labor agreement since it 
was announced April 7. Rhee has 
not said whether she will remain 
as chancellor should Mayor Adri- 
an M. Fenty, a Democrat who 
appointed her in 2007, lose the 
Sept. 14 primary to D.C. Coun- 
cil Chairman Vincent C. Gray.

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Leonsis Strikes Deal for Wizards 


Pollin family agrees 
to sell team, Verizon 
Center to Caps owner 

The Wizards 

The Abe Pollin family has reached 
a deal with Washington Capitals 
owner Ted Leonsis to sell him the 
family’s share of the Washington 
Wizards and Verizon Center, con- 
cluding four months of negotia- 
tions for ownership of the mid- 
Atlantic sports empire. 

Pollin family spokesman Robert 
Pollin said in an interview Tuesday 
that he expects the sides to officially 
sign a purchase agreement within 
a week and transfer ownership in a 
month to six weeks, after the financ- 
ing for the deal is in place. 

“When we actually sign every- 
thing, then we will have a more for- 
mal statement,” said Robert Pollin, 
who has served as chief executive 
officer of his late father’s holding 
company, Washington Sports & 
Entertainment, since Abe Pollin’s 
death last November. 

“What we really wanted today 
is to say we have basically reached 
an agreement with Ted,” said Pol- 
lin. “I wanted to get it out to our 
employees. We just wanted to get it 
all out so we can plan for a transi- 
tion that would be smooth.” 

A spokesman for Lincoln Hold- 
ings, which is Leonsis’ closely held 
ownership group, said the state- 
ment speaks for itself 

Robert Pollin would not say how 
much the Leonsis group was pay- 
ing, other than to say it was “a pretty 
good number.” Sources have pegged 
the value of the team and arena at

about $550 million. Pollin did not 
dispute the figure, although the cost 
to Leonsis’ group would be far less 
because it already owns 44 percent 
of the franchise and arena. 

Ownership would give Leonsis 
overall control of a state-of-the-art 
arena that hosts about 220 events 
per year, allowing him to start 
directing arena revenue to his hock- 
ey team, which has been losing 
money for years despite its recent 
success. The Capitals received no 
revenue from the arena’s estimated 
108 luxury suites and 3,000 club 
seats, which had been controlled 
by Abe Pollin’s estate. 

Leonsis, 53, is expected to reor- 
ganize the Pollin empire, which has 
been known as Washington Sports 
& Entertainment (WSE), and bring 
a rebirth to the ailing Wizards. 

The agreement must receive 
approval by a three-quarters major- 
ity of the NBA’s 30 owners, which 
means 23 votes. A deal must also 
clear an antitrust review by the 
U.S. Justice Department. If Leonsis 
closes by June 1, his group would be 
able to make decisions on the NBA 
draft and free agency, both of which 
are critical to the team’s success.

When “Lost” wraps in May, mil- 
lions of obsessive viewers will be, 
well, lost. Was it this bad when 
“The X-Files” was canceled? Yup, 
even though the seasons without 
Mulder were pretty lame. How 
about “Twin Peaks”? Definitely. 

ABC’s “Happy Town,” which 
premieres Wednesday at 10 p.m., 
draws from those two ’90s cult hits, 
presumably in a gambit to be the 
next “Lost”-like hit. “Twin Peaks” 
centered on a seemingly pleasant 
town in sleepy Washington state;

“Happy Town” takes place in small 
Haplin, Minn. “The X-Files” had 
bizarre, baffling plotlines; “Happy 
Town” hints at a first season full 
of them.

Sheriff Grif- 
fin Conroy (M.C. Gainey, who 
played Tom Friendly on “Lost”) 
has a son.

girl from the wrong side of town. 
She’s secretly dating Andrew Hap- 
lin (Ben Schnetzer), whose rich, 
influential family owns the bread 
factory. Andrew’s dad, John (Ste- 
ven Weber), resents the sheriff for 
not finding his daughter, who van- 
ished five years ago. 

But Haplin’s former arch-villain 
— the Magic Man, who’s assumed 
to be behind the Haplin girl’s dis- 
appearance — is nothing if not elu- 
sive. After the murder of Jerry Frid- 
dle (Boyd Banks), the town’s first 
in five years, rumors fly that the 
infamous baddie is back.

In the 2005 British flick “The 
Descent,” adventurous female spe- 
lunkers squeezed, climbed and

It’s All Hands on Deck in Portsmouth 


Famed English port 
offers an immersive 
maritime education 

Destinations 

A modern tower shaped like a sail, 
with a view of the sea, stands in 
tribute to the history of the famous 
port of Portsmouth, England, where 
centuries of naval warfare can be 
experienced in a day trip from Lon- 
don, just 75 miles away. 

Portsmouth has been a naval 
station since Roman times. A nar- 
row channel port and the Isle of 
Wight just offshore offer natu- 


ral defensive advantages. Here, 
Viking invaders were fought off, the 
world’s first dry dock was built, and 
the D-Day invasion of Nazi-occu- 
pied France, just across the English 
Channel, was planned, changing 
the course of World War II. 

Today’s visitors can tour ships in 
the Portsmouth Historic Dockyard, 
visit a D-Day museum, follow the 
Millennium Trail along the water- 
front, and take in the panoramic 
view from the observation deck of 
the Spinnaker Tower, which looks 
23 miles out to sea. 

The centerpiece of Portsmouth’s 
dockyard is the HMS Victory, the 
vessel on which legendary naval

commander Lord Nelson was killed 
in 1805 during the Battle of Tra- 
falgar, in which the British fleet 
defeated a combined French and 
Spanish armada. 

Today, the Victory sits resplen- 
dent in black and yellow livery, its 
three masts stayed by dozens of 
rigging lines, with cannons peer- 
ing out from gun ports. You can 
walk up the gangplank to explore 
the ship from inside. 

Modern British naval war- 
ships are often in Portsmouth’s 
port, too, complete with sailors 
and naval cadets from the work- 
ing naval base milling around.
